Of 185 more neW men 
brought from New York, 110 deserted 
the shops during the day and joined 
the Btriters. The men claim they were 
employe<l by misrepresentation of the 
situation and some of them have en- 
aged attoniB) s to bt'pin suit against 
' e railroad company for damages. 
In addition to these troubles, it is re- 
ported that three cases of smallpox 
nave been diHCoverod among the new

A recent 
letter from Mr. Seyd's son, sswrtliiiL 
that his father haa not baea In the 
United States since 1806, was svpposed 
to have given the slander itsdeath- 
blow, but it seems that even thatstate- 
ment failed of its purpose, 

In order to contradict it, an estrtbt 
from one of Mr. Hooper's speeches was 
published a few days since in the Pe- 
oria Journal (a copy of the paper sent 
to Mr. Hoar), in wbioh a reference to 
Mr. Seyd was made and the words 
"now here" were fraudulently interpo- 
lated. In denouncing the n-aud Mr. 
Hoar forgot his nstial benignity of 
manner and language, and character- 
ized its aothor as belonging to the 
species of "tha bedbng ortha sanash- 
bug." 

Mr. Cullom (Rep., Ills.) came to the 
defense of the editor of the Peoria Jour- 
nal as a man who would not knowingly 
commit such a fraud and forgery. And 
it appeared, after much discussion, that 
the extract from Mr. Hooper's speech 
has been «-^f r. - ,".!,.,. u (thus falsified) 
for the last 15 or 20 years. 

Tho only speech made on the silver 
repeal bill was by Mr. Peflfer (Pop., 
K.in.). His remedy for the financial 
troubles is the adoption of an amend- 
ment offered by him to restore the free 
coinage act of 1837. With that amend- 
ment, he said, the repetd Ull ooald be 
passed in 2ft minutes.

Prior to 
this there had been a colloquy iK twt en 
Morse of Massuchuaetts and Fithian of 
Illinois, wherein the epithet of "false- 
hood" was passed, but this al^o ended 
amicable.

PHILADELP HIA MANU FACTURERS 

Bellave Bavd Vlmee As* Dae to the Vu- 

eartalntjr as to TariA 

PBaADELPHiA, Sept 29.— A large 
number of Philadelphia manufacturers 

have determined to make an effort to 
protect their own iutijie.sta by making 
an alliance with tLo friunds of silver. 
To that end thoy have endorsed an 
open letter to the souate of the Unite<i. 
States, written by Wharton Barker 
which tiroposes a bu;)ia for the settle- 
meiit of the silver (jHestiou by which 
silver may be continued as money 
metal. 

Tho manufacturers who have inaugu 
rated this movement do not attribute 
the pr^hunt hard timed to the Sheonan 
law. Thvy iis.'^ei'i thut it n^ due to the 
fear thut tue protective feature of the 
tariff is to bo undnrmiued. Thev hold 
tlu'.t if anHuranco wcie Lciven that the 
exi!<tiiiK taritt' laws would not be dis- 
turbed lor the nest two yearo, business 
would take an immediate boom, mills 
would start In all parts of tho country, 
and tmploymont would be given to 
thousands of idle workingmeu. 

While holding these views they also 
believe that it would be a mistake to 
demonetize silver. Tnese manU:Hctiir- 
ers Loliove that in many respects iL^ir 
iniert^nts are allied with the mincown 
ers of the silver states, It was that be- 
lief which prompted the movement 
among tho Philadeljihia manufacturers 
to givo encouragement to tlie hilver 
senators in their tight to continue tho 
white metal a.s a part ot lint ourrenvy 
of the United States. 

While the Manufaeturers' club as an 
organization, has not committed itself 
to the movement, many of its leading 
members are interested in it. James 
Dobsou is one of the prime luovros, 
and his name is at the top of the list of 
signers of Mr. Barker's letter. He haa 
also sent a letter o\i;r his own name to 
nearly all of the manufacturers in tho 
city asking them to read Mr. Barker's 
letter, which he inclo.-e l, and if thev 
approved of it to sign a blank and send 
tftur nama to Mr. Varker.

WORK OF TRAIN W3£CK&R§. 

run ^aHlealar* off the Wreak on the 

I.onlnvllle and Nnnlivlllc Itnad. 
Mftinr.E, Sept. 29.— Full details of the 
wreck on the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, between Scranton. Miss., and 
Beljefontaino, have been received here: 
Passenger train No. 2, consisting of 
three sleepers, passenger and smoking 
coaches, mail and baggage and express- 
car and engine an tender went into an 
open switch. The. train was mnning 
90 miles an honr whan tha ieddmit oo 
curred. 

Investigation by the railroad ^fiBcials 
after the accident showed that the 
switch which had bean properly sbt and 
locked had been opened. "Aie look 
burned off with a large pine knot and 
was thrown awav. Three negro tramps 
riding on the bfind baggage between 
the tender and the baggagecar were 
kille<l. Another negro tramp was prob- 
ably fatally injured. The engineer and 
fireman were dangerously hnrt and two 
postal clerks also. Tha express mes- 
senger and baggagemaater wsra slight- 
ly wounded. 

The killed are: John Allison, Qeorge 
Anderson and William Robinson, negro 
tramps. 

The wounded are: Frank Cofiin, en- 
gineer of Mobile, serious internal injur- 
ies, head and face badly cut; George 
Morgan, fireman, a uegro, of New Or- 
leans, left foot crushed and amputated, 
severe scalp wounds; Louis Robiuiion, 
tramp, dangerous internal injuries: 
Joseph Hugnes, Agiers, La., postal 
:lerk; E. C. Caro, New Orleans, p<J8tal 
clerk; William Locke, (rreenville, Ala., 
express messenger, and Henry Kings- 
ton, Greenville, Ala., baggageman, 
were slightly hurt. 

The escape of the passengers from in- 
jury seems almost miraculous. 

As soon as the accident ootiorred spe- 
:ial trams with physicians were sent 
jut from Mobile and New Orleans, 
Bverythmg done for the relief of 
sufferers. 

This is the second attempt at 
sbove point to wreck a train on 
Louisville and Nashville, the first 
Ing unsuccessful. 

There is no doubt of an attempt at 
robbery, as the mail sack, which was 
left on the rack, the train not stopping,' 
at Gulfport, was found half a mile in 
the woods, gutted and its contents 
scattered. 

A posse is scouring the woods for tha 
wreckers and if captOTCd they will 
doubtless be lynched.

CHIC AQO TRAQ EPY. 

One Haa Shoots Thrae Otbars'aBd Is Htm- 
salf Shot Daad. 

Chicaoo, Sept. 29. —After shooting 
and seriously wounding three msn 
Jam(*s McUrath, a notorious West Side 
character, was shot twice and killed in- 
stantly by the Maxwell street polioe offi- 
cers. Tho injured are: 

OflScer Michael Flemmings, shot in 
the calf of the left leg, taken to the 
county hospital. 

Thomas Beehan, shot through the 
head by McGrath, tahan to theoonnty 
hospital; will die, 

Edward Jackpoii, shot in the bridge 
of the nose, taken to the county hoe- 
pital. 

The first shooting was the result of a 
quarrel between McGrath and Beeh.tn 
and the latter was taken to the hospital 
and only regained consciousness long 
enough to give the name of his as- 
sailaut. 

Officers Fleiuiiiiri',' and Butler found 
McGrath on (';iiial street and acosted 
him. Mctirath turned with an oath 
and lired j.uint blank at the officer s 
head. The bullet, however, went wide 
of its mark and struck Edward Jacl - 
son, who was walking on the opposite 
side of tlie street, in the bridge of the 
nose, brealiing the nose. 

Jlctirath aKain levelled his revolver 
and directed it toward Officer Plem- 
ming. As he fired tlie set ond shotboth 
of the officers di.scharged their weapons 
at him, the two bullets from the offi- 
cers" revolvers taking ellect, one of 
them passing through the desperado's 
heart, while the other found lodgement 
in the right armpit. 

The dend body of McGrath was re- 
moved to the county morgue, while ( i' 
ficer Flemming and Edward Jacks, 
were taken to the county hospital. Mc- 
Grath was a well known character 
throughout the West Side, He is a 
brother of I he notorious .lac^c Mi < iratli. 
who is now serving a '-T)-} ear sentence 
in the penitentiary at .loliel for burg- 
lary, which he committed last July.
